Prince Alfred's Assassination. 



By tho lato mail we are put in posses- 
sion of tho particulars of tho vilo attempt 
on tho lifo of Prince Alfred, which has 
called forth universal horror and dcsiro 
for revenge. The affair turns out to have 
been long contemplated, of a much morn 
serious unture than wo have hitherto sup- 
posed, and pursued with a blood thirsty 
determination really appalling. The 
coufession of the wretch O'Fivrroll must 
have an immense influence all over the 
world. When ten men in tho calm pos- 
session of reason select a littlo boy to 
draw lots, who shall obey the hellish 
commands of tho Fenian Order, it shows 
a state of things so horriblo that we cans 
not bo surprised that 20,000 people in 
Sydney shonld asscmblo at a few hours 
notice to hold an indignation meeting, or 
that the murderer came near being torn 
to pieces by the populace. Bnt while 
hanging was too t' O0lJ for suc ' 1 losl 
wretchos, wo slid rejoice tho mnjesty of 
tho law was sustained, and society vendi- 
cated in a legitimate manner. The 
Sydnoy Herald says :— 

Tho 12th of March will over be a me- 
morable day— one to bo thought of with 
feelings of the deepest humiliation, yet 
not unmingled with thankfulness: of 
humiliation and regrot that on the soil of 
New South Wales, and amidst festivities 
got up for a benevolent object, a ruffian 
could be found baso enough to attempt tlio 
life of tho son and representative of the 
most virtuous and most beloved sovereign 
that ever graced tho throno of our mother 
isle ; and of thankfulness that the hand of 
an All-wise Providence turned aside the 
deadly bullet and diverted the assassin's 
aim. 

As a sailor, His lloyal Ilighness has 
taken much interest during his stay in 
Sydney in the Sailor's Homo. Tho diree 
ters of that institution thought that an 
opportunity was offered of clearing oil' its 
debts by giving some entertainment dur- 
ing the Prince's visit, and lie readily 
grunted his patronage. A picnic wus de- 
cided upon. Six steamers conveyed tho 
guests to Clontarf ; and, to givo eclat to 
the occasion, twenty-live yachts, belong- 
ing to the lloyal Sydney and Pnnce Al- 
fred Yacht squadrons, went down, an- 
chored in lines off Clontarf, and dressed 
ship. Abont 1 o'clock His lloyal High- 
ness, accompauied by His Excellency tho 
Earl of Belmore.the Countess of lielmore, 
Viscount Newry, the Hon. Elliot, Yorke, 
Mibs Gladstone, Captain Beresford, Mr. 
Toulmin, and Lieutenant Haig, left Syd- 
ney in the Fairy steam yacht, and arrived 
off Clontarf about two p.m. The party 
eutered the luncheon tent, and after par- 
taking of refreshments, His lloyal High-' 
boss, the Countess of Belmore, and Sir 
William Manning, droceeded »o\vards the 
royal marquee, where her ladyship re- 
mained. The Prince and Sir William 
Manning then walked across the green 
towards where the Galatea band wore 
stationed ; and, when about fifty yards 
from the band, the assassin, whoso name 
is O'Farrell, walked out from under the 
trees which fringe the beach of the scene 
of the festivities and advanced at a right 
angle to the Prince. On getting behind 
him he turned sharply round, drew a 
Springfield company's revolver, find with 
the muzzle of it almost touching the 
Prince's back, fired at his spine. The 
bullet passed through tho contro seam of 
his coat through the centre of his braces, 
entered his back about half an inch from 
the junction of tho ninth rib and the ver 
tebrae then glancing obliquely off the 
tho bono, traversed tho rib round to 
about two inches under the breast bone 
and there lodged. The Prince's lower 
limbs were at once paialyscd, mid he fell 
to the ground, exclaiming, " Oh God ! 
He has broken my luck." Sir Win. 
Manniog bearing the report behind him 
turned sharply round, and as he did so 
tho assassin shouted " stand back," cov- 
ered him with his revolver, and snapped 
tho cap. Fortunutely the pistol missed 
fire, and before ho could agoi" firo a 
coachbnilder named Vial, rushed on the 
rufliim and clasped him round the body. 
O'Farreil then attempted to shoot Mr. 
Vial, and a desperate struggle ensued. 
O'Farreil tried to shoot the Prince again 
as ho laid on the ground, but his aim was 
diverted by Vial striking down the 
pistol, and tho bullet, diverted from the 
prostrate Prince, went through the foot 
of a merchant named Thome, In an- 
other second O'Farreil was surrounded on 
all sides and almost torn to pieces. The 
police would nover have taken him off the 
ground alivo but for Lord Newry having 
brought tbe Guiatea's men to aid them. 
Again and again tho people forced a pas- 
sage through the police, and tried to drag 
him away, until at last every thread of 
clothing was torn off tho wretch. The 
police still fuced the crowd, but, retreat- 
ing towards the steamor's wharf, along 
which O'Farreil was drugged on board 
the steamer Patorson, tho plank wus 
thrown overboard, thus severing eommuni 
cation with the shore, and tho steamer 
moved away. By this time several hun- 
dreds, whoso first thoughts were for the 
Prince, after hearing that tho wound was 
not mortal, swollcd tho cry lor vengeance, 
aud rushed to tho wharf, demanding of the 
captain to bring the steamer alongside. 
Tho crow of tho vessel had already made 
an effort to run tho assassin up tho mast 
head, but were prevented by the police, 
and it required all tho authority of tho 
Hon. John Hay and others, to prevent 
tho vessel being taken buck, the people 
allowed to eoino on board, and O'Farreil 
left to hiB futo, 



Tho scene round the Prince's marquee 
was something fearful ; numbers of ladies 
were to bo seen fainting and in hysterics ; 
men whom no amount of danger could 
terrify, with faces white with rugo, but 
not through four, asked, "what will they 
say in England ?" — "Oh, if he should die, 
what will his mother say 1" and other 
exclamations of a similar character. 
About two hundred joined bands and 
formed a cordon round the tent in which 
the sufferer lay, attended by Dr. Watson 
of II. M. S Challenger, and several medi 
eal gentlemen residents of this city. 

The Prince progressed very favorably 
towards recovery, and on tho 29th ult. 
again appeared in public, and was received 
with far greater public enthusiasm than 
on his first arrival. He is now able to 
attend to his duty, has got his ship ready 
for sen, aud if the Panama mail nrrives 
before Saturday next, will then leave for 
England direct, via Capo Horn. If the 
Mtttaura is not then in ho will leavo on 
the duy following her arrival. A memor- 
ial to "celebrate tho Prince's cseapo has 
been decided upon, and already £10,000 
have been subscribed towards a Prince 
Alfred Hospital. 

THE ASSASSIN. 

The monster who, through the Prince, 
committed so Foul an outrage upon the peo- 
ple ol ihi» colony id named H. J. O'Farreil, 
nod an Irishman by birth. H la futiiar was 
an oil colonist ot Victoria, and kept a 
butcher's Bhop in Melbourne tor many years, 
i'. A. 1). O'Farreil, (he assassin's brother, 
was at onu time a Melbourne solicitor in 
UiTfic practice, one ol the most proniiuonl 
members of the Roman Catholics Church, 
and legal adviser of Bishop Ouuld, but 
absconded, leaving a nut very honest repu- 
tation. H. J. O Farrell, who now awaits 
the behests of the law, is about 33 years of 
8ge, stands about 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
hair light brown, whiskers and moustache a 
shade darker. After haviug been in business 
for some timo at L!allurat ; ha left Victoria 
about eight years ago, uud weot to Paris to 
study for tho Church. Ho pursued his 
studies for some time, and in tlio course, of 
liia slay in Europe visited Rome. Ha came 
out acain to Vietoiia in 1 S G 2 , and alter con- 
tinuing his studies for some time, finding his 
health giving way be return, d to Uallurat 
and resumed business as a general store- 
keeper, in Doveton street. While at Billrt- 
rat he was looked upon as a leading member 
of the Catholic Church, and took a warm 
und intimate iiiloiCflt in its internal affairs 
The absconding of his brother seems to have 
ocea-ioned him considerable pecuniary loss, 
and he determined to ",o to Sydney. Those 
who knew him well spoko of him as a man 
of gentlemanly demeanor, but exceedingly 
excitable, anil of a very violent and misan- 
thropical disposition. He is also sp< ken of 
as ono who, having attached himself lo an 
idea, would pursue it nl any cost to himself 
or others, lie arrived in Sydney about Octo- 
ber last, and lo.'^od for a short time at tbe 
Currency Lass Hotel, at the corner of Pitt 
and Hunter streets. It la said that ho was 
turned out of this hotel for not paying his 
board, and ho then removed to Powell's (the 
Clarendon), at tho corner of Hunter and 
(Jeorgo streets. During his stay there, his 
letters came to the caro of Archdeacon 
M'Encree or Dr Forrest, neither of whom 
had ilia most remote idea ol what O'Farrell's 
lino character was. While at Powell's he 
several limes cuvo expression to disloyal 
language, of which little uotico eeems to 
have b-'en taken. It now appear ■ quite ap- 
parent that he came here for the purpeso of 
taking the Prince's life, and one ol his first 
aots was lo endeavor to buy a second- hand 
yun, on or about the 21st January. He took 
a room on the Cin.ulnr Quay, from which 
tho Prince could have been stiot, but feared 
lo injure liart Belmore. The ruffian appears 
to have watched tbe Prince closely; indeed, 
be admits that on two occa«ions he would 
have Boot at him, but feared lo injure those 
bv whom the Prince was accompanied. He 
endeavored to obtain admittance to the 
tuncy dres-< ball given at the Opera House, 
and expressed ureal roirret nl being disap- 
pointed. Ibid he not then been loiled, it is 
probable that the murderous deed would 
have been attempted. When leaving 
Powell's, on the morning of the PlC-nic, he 
threw down a letter un the counter, saying 
io the landlady, ' This will explain all.' This 
letter is now in tho hands of the police, who 
afterwards searched his room, and found 
some pistol ammunition a crucifix. ' Donay 
Ui bio,* ard the ■ Garden of the Soul,' with 
tun name H. J- O'Furrell written on the title 
page of the two books. Also, a quantity of 
pa|...rs, tho contents of which have not been 
revealed by tbe authorities 

When arrested a sreond revolver, fully 
loaded, was found on his person and while 
beiiiv' secured he osolaimcd, T am a Fenian. 
I'll die lor my country. Gnil bless Ireland !' 
lie lias also said that a com mission was 
sent to him Irom home lo execute the l J riuee 
and that ten men hud sworn to do it if the lot 
fell to him. I!ut this statement mu*t be 
taken cum grano mlis. Very lew believe it, 
although it has been much used for political 
purposes. O.i Iho 13th O'Farreil was ex- 
amined before a magistrate and on the lGtli 
was committed for trial. A special com- 
miseioa was issued to try him on Tuesday 
last, but Ins friends in Melbourne having 
ogttged counsel there, (Mr Aapinall, of the 
Victoria bar,) who only arrived ut Sydney the 
morning of that day, and his colleague Mr 
Dally, who came 300 miles down the country 
only reaching Sydnoy u lew hours bolore 
tho Court opened, an adjournment was asked 
lor until Mor.day. This was grunted, 
and on Monday the trial commenced, There 
was no dispute as to the facts, but an acquit- 
tal was asked for on the grounds ol tho 
prisoner's insanity. It was proved thai some 
months ago he was inaaae, but die evidence 
went lo show that it was rather the edict of 
drink than otherwise. Mr Aspiuull udrcsB- 
ed the jury for nearly two hours. The At- 
torney General's reply for iho Crown and 
the Judge's reply lasted an hour each. Jury 
retired and after deliberating 5(i minutes re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. Prisoner being 
asked if ho hud anything lo say why ami - 
'juco should not bo passed, replied in u firm 
tone, 'No, nothing hit.' Sentence of death 
without hope of mercy was then pasaed upon 
him by Mr Juslico Cheek, 
confession or o'farhell, tho assassin. 
Sydnev, March 20 — O'Farreil has made 
tho lollowing statement sinco his committal : 
lie elated he intended to have shot ut tho 
Prince u second timo us he lay on tho ground 
and then to have shot himself, but was pre- 
vented by tbu movement ol Sir William Man* 
tiing. Moreover lliat ho had a written instru- 
ment, received from the directors of the Fe- 
nian movement at home, directing tho execu- 
tion ol Iho Prince, and that each ol IBn per- 
sons entered into a Foloma engagement to 
shoot him, in the event of the lot falling to 
him. 

Lots were drawn by a boy in presence of 
I ho ten men. It fell to Ids, O'Furioll's, lot to 
execute the Prince. This took place about 
two months ago. He find he regretted that 
it had (alien to his lot to kill tho Prince ; but 
killing was not regarded in tho light of assas- 
sination, but unly in the sumo way as they 
regarded the execution of tho three Irishmen 
ut Manobtater, 

O'Farreil added that tho general design of 
the Foniun organization was to strike terror 



into tho Eoglish people or ari8toornoy, be- 
lieving that to bo the most effectual mode of 
bringing about the independence of Ireland. 

The prisoner went on to stato that ho in- 
tended to have shot die Prince on the occu- 
sion of the public landing, bad a good oppor- 
tunity of doing so presented itself. He hud 
procured a gun for thai purpose aud hired a 
room which oommnnded a view of tho pro- 
cession. He was deterred from currying out 
his intention on that occasion, as there was 
a probability ol the shot tuking effect on the 
Earl of Belmoro, who was sitting beBide His 
Itoynl Highness. Hn ufterwards proposed to 
carry out bis doadly purposo nt the Citizens' 
Ball. 

One of the ten men previously referred to 
wished to accompany him for the purposo of 
setting fire to the Pavilion by means of in 
flammable subslanccfi which ho hud in posses- 
sion, but he (O'Farroll) was unwilling to 
sacrifice so many lives w' en his engagement 
requited the death of but one. Subsequent- 
ly ho intended to have accomplished his de- 
sign at tho Fancy Drjes Ball, but for somo 
eause was led to postpone it to a moro favor- 
able opporlunily. 

Seten more skeletons of human beings, 
who aro supposed to havo lived long be- 
foro tho present geological era of the 
earth, and consequently before tho period 
assigned in our ordinary chionlogy of the 
creation, havo been discovered in France 
Tho exact locality is a spot opposite the 
station of Ejt.ich, in tho commune of 
Tuyac, department of tho Dordognc. 
Two of the skeletons wcro destroyed by 
tho ignorant laborers who unearthed 
thorn, but five wcro preserved, and their 
Bknlls have beeu sent to Puris for exami- 
nation by men of science. The circum- 
stances attending their discovery 
peculiarities of their structure, and the 
nature of their formation in which they 
were buried will doubtless be published 
to tho world.— iV. Y. Sun.
